From these figures, the actuary said,
it was apparent that the age of maxi-
mum virulence of the epidemic had
been under 30, taking the young and
vigorous "those, who we expected to
undertake much of the world s work."

Mr. Moir warned the public that
there is no assurance that the danger
Is past. "We learn," he said, "that In-

fluenza Is now revisiting Europe and
this time there are indications that it
may be more objectionable than the
milder form of midsummer.
